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OParmelia rampoddensis Nyl. Parmelia rampoddensis, one of the commonest 
_,species of Parmelia, subgenus Amphigymnia in tropical and subtropical regions, 
was first reported from Japan by Hale (Misc. Bryol. Lichenol. 3: 162, 1965). 
Hale mentioned that he found only one Japanese specimen to be identified with 
this species among specimens preserved in TNS, but the locality was unfortu¬ 
nately not indicated. His report is apparently based on a specimen collected in 
Prov. Tosa, Shikoku, since it is the only Japanese specimen annotated as P. 
rampoddensis by Hale. Two other specimens collected in Kyushu are also 
identified with this species.
